The convoyed attack, in other words, how to best England! 

The convoy is one of the strongest attacks in Diplomacy. It 
is especially useful when fighting with England. Among other things, 
the convoy brings extra units to the front. It also means that a 
support is needed to halt the convoy. This can be extremely useful 
when attacking the English.
